Resign. 


NEW CABINET IS HEADED 


DY PREMIER JULES PEIDLL 


New Government Makes 


Overtures To Allies 


For Peace. 


Vienna, Friday, Aug. 1.—Bela Kun, 


the Hungarian communist dictator, has 
resigned and been succeeded by a So- 
cialist government, according to a tele- 
phone message from Budapest. 


On receipt of news from the front 


that created considerable excitement in 
Budapest, Kun at a meeting of the So- 
viet Socialists became pale of face and 
with his back to the wall declared: 


('Very well, if you demand it, 1 must 


resign. I made the best fight I could." 


Captain Thomas C. Gregory, 
the 


Uniteed States food administrator In 
this region, is credited with a large 
share in the hastening of Belu Kun's 
retirement. 


Captain Gregory arranged tonight for 


food relief for Budapest. He is bring- 
ing up supplies from the banned region, 
also sending them down 
the Danube 


from Austria. 
Overtures for peace with the allies 


have been made by the new socialist 
government ot Hungary, 
which 
has 


been set up in succession to the Bela 
Kun regime. 
Bela Kun, who resigned his virtual 


dictatorship, has been furnished a safe 
conduct by the allies and is expected to 
seek refuge here as it is felt that his 
life would be endangered if he remained 
in Budapest. 
The peace overtures were made by 


Jacob Weltner, president of the soldiers 
and workers Soviet of Hungary. Ar- 
riving in Vienna from Budapest, Herr 
Weltner asked Colonel Cunningham, the 
leading representative of the allies at 
Vienna and 
the other allies here, to 


recognise the new government and to 
treat for peace. 
The new Hungarian cabinet is pre- 


sided over by Jules Peidil, 
who was 


formerly minister of the people's wel- 
fare In the Count Karolyi cabinet. 
Persons in touch with the situation 


in Budapest said it was their under- 
standing that members of 
the 
Kun 


ministry holding over under the recon- 
struction were doing so in order to save 
themselves and their supporters and 
they probably would not remain in of- 
fice long. 
The resignation of Bela 
Kun from 


the Austrian government was effected 
this afternoon, his retirement was pre- 
cipitated by the Hungarian successes 
along the river Theiss and the route of 
the Hungarian Red army. 
The new cabinet is made up as fol-

POLICE UNABLE TO HANDLE BLOODY RACE RIOTS IN CHICAGO 


London, Aug. 2.—Some looting was 


reported in the east end of London dur- 
ing the night owing to the absence of 
Iiolice on strike. Six hundred and fifty- 
two policemen now are reported to be 
out at Liverpool and 883 in London, ac- 
cording to the government officials. The 
ranks of the London strikers, is said 
to have gathered a handful of recruits 
at the meeting's roll call. 
Looting and rioting occurred through- 


out the night as the result of the strike 
of policemen and the Ix>rd Mayor ap- 
pe.-iled early today to the military au- 
thorities for aid.

The Finger Nails. 


If the finger nails are in normally 


good condition the morning hand bath 
should be supplemented by soaking the 
nails for five minutes in warm soap 
suds or lather made from castile soap. 
This nail bath should 'be followed by a 
careful pressing back with the towel of 
the skin about the nails until ea.ch por- 
tion of the skirf is detached. 


A third step in the daily care of the 


nails is to brush them vigorously with 
a brush dipped in the soap suds. No- 
tice whether any portion of the skin 
about the nails is still attached, or If 
not attached, is slightly sore. If It is. 
that portion of the nail should be 
annointed with a bit of camphor ice or 
with vaseline or lanoline, or a prepara- 
tion containing witch hazel. 
If neces- 
sary wrap it round with white muslin 
or white silk. 
If the nails become brittle it is be- 
cause they are dry and they should at 
once be moistened with an oil bath. In- 
to a small, shallow bowl pour a gill or 
more of olive oil. Soak the nail in this 
for 10 minutes or longer every evening 
until the condition is corrected. If for 
any reason this is not feasible, massage 
them every evening with cold cream. 
Sometimes the nails gro-.v soft and 


dull. 
In such cases I Jiave found of 


value this mixture, which, after having 
been melted over a slow fire, cooled and 
poured into a. pomade jar. should be 
rubbed on the nails to restore them to 
their former hardness and brilliancy. 
White wax two hundred and fifty conti* 
grams, nut oil fifteen grams, resin five 
grams and alum one gram.

This may 
be given in place of meat, but care 
should be taken that no bones aro left 
in the fish, because many children have 
been choked b> fi.sh bones. The richer 
fish, with dark sro-sy meat, such as 
mackerel, salmon and blueflsh, are not 
easily digcste-1 by vouns children.

24 months. They should either be beef, 
lamb or chicken.

OHIO MAY PROBE 


PACKING INDUSTRY 


Columbus, AUK. 2.— The "big five" of 


the packing industry of the country 
may be investigated by Ohio food offi- 
cials and required to report under the 
Ohio cold storage law. 
Thomas C. Gault, chief inspector of 


the dairy and food division of the de- 
partment of agriculture, announced to- 
day be was investigating the Ohio law 
to determine whether the big packers, 
doing an interstate business, could he 
required to make reports under the 
Ohio laws. 
Heretofore, only Ohio fold storage 


houses, doing business within the state, 
have been required to make reports to 
Gault's department of the amount of 
foodstuffs in storage. 


The interests of the American ineat 


packers has sent a telegram to Gov- 
ernor Cox and President Wilson offer- 
ing to cooperate with them in investi- 
gation to reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing. It says the 200 packers members 
of the institute invite a thorough inves- 
tigation of their business and auditor 
of their books by capable certified ac- 
countants.
